THE SALE. 
URING and after the sales at Lexington, the 


first three days of last week, we heard much 
diversified comment upon the auction of 501 
Thoroughbreds for a total of $97,475, average 
$194.56. From this comment we gather the im- 
pression that the older persons have forgotten, 
and that the younger persons have never known, 
that Thoroughbreds in other years, remote from 
the present time, sold for lower prices. 

We will not here delve into the history of 
those low values, but we would again bring to 
the minds of THE BLOOD-HORSE readers the age- 
old fact that the ‘wheel turns” in the horse 
industry, as it does in all other businesses sub- 
ject to and affected by the vagaries of cycles. 

From the standpoint of the average person 
who breeds for the market, that was a bad sale. 
It was bad because the average was low and 
the public mind is largely influenced by a low 
average. Considered from this aspect, it would 
have been better had the offerings been confined 
to only the choice animals enumerated in the 
catalogue. 

The average breeder, puzzling over the results, 
is undecided as to what may be the future of 
many of the cheaper animals, but he is hopeful 
that they are to find places beyond the realm of 
racing and beyond the sphere of the breeding 
paddock. 

From the viewpoint of a number of those who 
are not breeding for the market and who are 
not particularly interested in racing horses, but 
who were seeking horses for other purposes, the 
sale was a good one, and in the last analysis it 
will perhaps prove so for the breeder. 

To make this statement clearer, let it be 
known that the United States Remount Service 
purchased two stallions and 28 mares, and that 
it received from Harry S. Hart, managing di- 
rector of the Swingalong Stud, a gift of eight 
other mares and from Arthur B. Hancock, owner 
of Claiborne and Ellerslie Studs, a gift of five 
mares. The eight mares presented by Mr. Hart 
were those from the Swingalong Stud consign- 
ment knocked down to John Muth for $50 each. 
Mr. Hart had informed Lieut.-Col. Thomas J. 
Johnson, officer in charge of the Remount head- 


quarters in Lexington, that if arrangements were 
made to start each mare in the consignment at 
$50, he would present to the Remount Service 
all animals failing to bring above that figure. 
Mr. Muth was asked to perform this office, which 
he graciously did. The 41 mares secured for the 
use of the Army will not come again into com- 
petition for either breeding or racing. Mr. Muth 
bought for this own account seven of the cheaper 
mares, and they will go into other sections for 
purposes other than breeding for the track. 
Charles R. Thompson, head of the Gentry- 
Thompson Stock Yards, of Lexington, bought for 
the account of Parke, Davis & Company, manu- 
facturing druggists, with headquarters at Detroit, 
19 mares ranging in age from three to nine, in 


good physica! condition and approved by two 
medical doctors. These have been shipped to 


Detroit to be used in the making of serums for 
the cure and prevention of diseases in persons 
and animals. Dr. Coleman, one of the visiting 
physicians, informed THE BLOOD-HORSE that it 
had been the practice of the laboratories to use 
Western but they had lately conceived 
the idea of employing Thoroughbreds, and that 
if this initial experiment proves as satisfactory 
as, or better than, their experience with Western 
animals, they will be in the market for about 40 
head of mares and/or geldings monthly. So we 
find here that this sale has probably produced a 
new and unexpected outlet for surplus bloodstock.

The largest number of horses purchased by any 
one individual at the sale was 48 for a total of 
$1,275. These were knocked down to the name 
of J. Stemple, but they were really for John S. 
Garrett, Jr., of West Chester, Pa. He is a dealer 
in horses and has an establishment in the vicinity 
of J. K. Newman’s Brooknoll Farm. We are 
unadvised as to the uses to which these animals 
will be put, but we have a notion that breeders 
need have no fear of finding any of them in 
competition with their offerings at the sales, or 
that they will be heard of again in racing. 

Chappel Brothers, of Rockford, Ill., bought 10 
head for a total of $605. This firm manufactures 
kennel rations. They have a training track near 
their plant and such as are worthy to race will 
carry their colors in the contests on Illinois and

Several men and women were at the sale to 
purchase horses suitable for hunting and _ polo. 
The principal buyer among these was 
Blake, representing Paul Mayo, who has a ranch

From Detroit, Mich., came several of 
the hunting fraternity, who bought one, two or 
three animals each. Mrs. J. A. Blackwood and 
Miss Viola Hammond appeared to be the most 
active of the gentler sex in this group. Major 
Louie A. Beard bought nine of the cheaper year- 
lings for a total of $485. We understand they 
may not be used for racing. Frazer LeBus, of 
Lexington, member of the Kentucky State Racing 
Theodore Mueller, of 
Louisville, Ky., also a member of the State Rac- 
ing Commission, bought five for an 
of $100. 

Passing from the cheaper to the better animals, 
we find that Calumet Farm bought five for 
$9,100. Coldstream got four for $2,025, Green- 
wich Stud one for $500, Greentree Stable three 
for $1,100, H. P. Headley eight for $8,880, Lian- 
gollen Stud (J. H. Whitney) one for $3,000, 
Shandon Farm five for $1,500, Arthur B. Hancock 
one for $875.

On paper, which is to say to have perused the 
catalogue in advance, the sale had a most at- 
tractive appearance, but as the individuals passed 
through the ring we thought that it is not well 
to be too greatly impressed by a pedigree with- 
out seeing the individual. Horse after horse 
came into the ring poor in flesh and displaying 
defects which would be objectionable to trainers 
or breeders as the case might be. 

At the conclusion of the sale Auctioneer John 
Bain said he had never worked harder in his life 
to secure bids, though he had no difficulty in 
getting quick responses for the really desirable 
horses, after the opening bid had been made. 

E. J. Tranter informed THE BLOOD-HORSE that 
he intends to have all animals offered to him 
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Week Ending November 26, 1932 


for future sales inspected by competent horsemen 
before he will accept them. He said: “It has been 
my aim and desire always to sell at my auctions 
only choice animals, and I hope in the future to 
be able to circumvent the recurrence of such 
a conglomerate assemblage as we saw at this 
sale.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that racing 
and breeding interests have not been hurt by 
the saie, regardless of the low average, and that 
this vendue will in the long run work out to the 
advantage of the breeders. 

We would, however, remind our readers that 
the breeders themselves have been at fault in 
not establishing for their own protection a fund 
with which to buy and eliminate the least desir- 
able horses, such as were many of those last week 
led into the ring. It is hardly necessary to say 
that they have only themselves to blame in not 
coming together for mutual protection, as did 
the breeders on previous similar occasions. 

It must be apparent to all that, if the breeders 
expect to maintain values for their horses, they 
must do so concertedly. Now that the sales have 
shown them one phase of the condition the 
breeders should lose no time in taking steps to 
secure from racing associations and Turf govern- 
ing bodies assurance that the racing overhead 
will be so decreased as to permit of the main- 
tenance of proper purses at meetings in 1933 and 
future years. Low purses mean scant demand 
for racing material. They also mean 
tendance and flagging interest in racing. 

Just as we finished writing the foregoing, a 
letter came to our desk from W. W. Vaughan, 
member of the New York Stock Exchange and 
owner of Oak Glen Farm, Red Bank, N. J., home 
of Catalan and Gonfalon, advertisement for which 
appears in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. We 
quote Mr. Vaughan for the benefit of Kentucky 
breeders and Kentucky race track owners: 

“Looks as if the in Maryland brought 
better prices than the sale at Lexington. You 
fellows better wake up, or Maryland will be the 
only state that will have decent racing.” 

We are glad Mr. Vaughan said this. Perhaps 
It may be the very thing to arouse the Ken- 
tuckians. THE BLOOD-HORSE has been unsuccess- 
fully trying to do it for the last four years. How- 
ever, we do not intend to quit telling them about 
the situation until they restore the sport in Ken- 
tucky to its proper place, or kill it entirely.

The Victorian Derby, run at Melbourne, one 
of Australia’s leading 38-year-old races, was not 
won by Peter Pan, the Australian Jockey Club 
Derby and Melbourne Cup winner, but by A. G.

Persimmon), next dam Perplexity, by Mutiform.

GRAIN: GOOD AND EVIL 


AM not surprised to learn of Tom Woodcock’s 

astonishment regarding the feeding methods 
employed in our stables. His denunciation of 
American stalls being like “a chemist’s shop” 
would seem to indicate our trainers and veteri- 
narians have much to learn from somebody. We 
are the richest nation in the world, with the 
highest standards of living, and it is regretted 
that our horsemen are not better informed re- 
garding the feeding of our race horses. How- 
ever, I have the feeling that this article will 
have been forgotten ere our equine friends, “held 
in captivity” and sadly “in need of long walking 
exercises on the highways” arrive at an opti- 
mum diet. 

It cannot be denied that grazing animals may 


live throughout their lives on grass or other 
palatable forage plants. The horse and other 


grazers in the early history had no grain, but 
subsisted entirely on grass and tender leaves. 
The bison never had anything throughout his 
life but buffalo grass. 

Oats have long been the favorite among feeders 
of horses, and is believed to have exceptionally 
high nutritive value because animals fed liberally 
with oats show much spirit when ridden. The 
tendency of horses fed liberally on this grain to 
exert themselves greatly without urging may be 
the result of increased irritability and appre- 
hensiveness, and the thought occurs that perhaps 
the common expression among horsemen that an 
animal “feels his oats’’ may have been mis- 
interpreted. A horse fed exclusively on oats 
after 19 days showed loss of appetite, declined in 
weight, and had a tendency to lameness. 

With this experiment in mind, I hold the con- 
struction of our racetracks is not entirely at 
fault for the “soreness and fired joints” observed 
here by Woodcock. 

Dr. Harold fF. Hawkins, a close friend whom I 
am privileged to quote, has for years been track- 
ing down and charting the destructive forces 
of grain. He has reached this conclusion, ‘‘that 
too much grain consumption is the contributing 
cause for 85 per cent of the ailments known to 
our adult family.” I might add that Harold 
Hawkins is in no way interested in the horse 
other than the information generously advanced 
to this writer, whose observation is that the un- 
soundness, bad acting and irritability of some of 
our best horses are the result of a concentrated 
grain diet.

DEATH OF ALLEN C. LONG.

Thoroughbreds have fol- 
lowed the show horses at Dixiana and under Ross 
Long’s management of the breeding establish- 
ment and Clyde Van Dusen’'s training they are 
having success. 
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ODDS AND ENDS

ELMONT’S dropping those minor spring fix- 


tures is regrettable, but not surprising. Jo- 
seph E. Widener, biggest stockholder and the 


spirit that guides, had said months back that 
such steps might be necessary. And when one 
hears an inveterate optimist candidly observe 


that his race track is just a step ahead of the 


wolf, one prepares for the worst. It is unlike- 
ly, however, that the work of retrenching at 
3elmont is altogether completed. In the belief 


of many, the economic program will include a 
bit of paring of the prize money. But Belmont’s 
backers will, as it is related they now have 
been doing for some time, delve deep into their 
pockets in an effort to maintain an even keel. 
Racing in this country has no better friend than 
Joseph EF. Widener, to whom it no doubt is a 
bitter disappointment to find the above men- 
tioned alteration necessary. 


HE writer is curious to know what youngster 
Toms Shaw and Kearney are going to open 
winter-book favorite for the Kentucky Derby. 
Ladysman probably. And if he fares no better 
than his sire, Pompey, did in Bubbling Over’s 


year, 1926, they'll keep a lot of money. They 
usually do that, anyhow, don’t they? Pompey 
retired to winter quarters sound, as I recall 


it, after having won both the Hopeful and Fu- 
turity. Ladysman has not’ entered the cold 
months sound, nor with so brilliant a record as 
Pompey rolled up. And where would a Ladysman 
or a Kerry Patch have finished in Pompey’s 
Futurity, with such as Canter, Chance Play, 
Flight of Time, Haste, Macaw, Espino and Edith 
Cavell behind him? Ladysman may have proved 
the best 1932 juvenile, but it is questionable if 
there is a great deal of honor in such a citation. 
Repaid, Kerry Patch and Golden Way are the 
best sound 2-year-olds and from this trio may 
come the 3-year-old champion. Repaid showed 
more the stamp of the distance runner than 
either of the other two. Ladysman and Cater- 
waul likely will be fired over the winter and 
that might help. 


OLONEL MOSS probably imagines the writer 
is going about gnashing his teeth and biting 
his nails these days, for at hand is a missive from 


that keen student of bloodlines in which he in- 
quires * how do you like the breeding of 
the winners of the Latonia Championship and 
Pimlico Futurity? Now, don’t blame me; it 
wasn't my fault.” Needless to relate, I’m not 
exactly panicked with enthusiasm over either 
of these winners or their pedigrees, Colonel. 
Swivel’s effort was good, but it wasn’t a true 
race and the colt, Gallant Sir, just come to 


hand, caught a good distance performer (Gusto) 
going off at the end of the season. Both Gal- 
lant Sir and Swivel are fair animals, so they 
must be thoroughbred. The filly’s pedigree looks 
stout on paper, but none of the produce of Tod- 
dle the writer knows (Dr. Freeland, Swivel and 
Mad Pursuit) impress him as the most depend- 
able animals in the world. Even Patsy Dwyer, 
who has handled all three, admits Mad Pursuit 
is a rogue, but is inclined to excuse Dr. Free- 
land on the grounds of infirmity. Swivel is a 
big filly and a smart one. She came to her top 
form late. Fillies usually do best at 2, however, 


and it seems safe at this writing to say Swivel 
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will not again enjoy so successful a season. But 
so good a judge as Louis Feustal, who developed 
Man o’ War, recently told the writer he believed 
Swivel a good, durable sort of mare, one that 
should continue to be formidable in competition 
against the best of her age of either sex next 
season. 

HEN a mare like Lady Madcap, dam of sey- 

eral winners and herself a stakes winner, 


brings only $250, and one like Ruddy Light, 
stakes winner and dam of the stakes winners 
Hygro and Siskin and in foal to their sire, 


brings only $3,000 at auction there is something 
wrong. As a matter of fact, when such mares 
are consigned to a sale something’s wrong. The 
supposition is that if conditions become much 
worse, that being possible, they'll just take the 
gates down on those Kentucky farms. The sale 
of those fourteen Whitney yearlings, right off 
the farm, for $6,920, was another of the numer- 
ous surprises at the recent Lexington auctions. 
* 

RESTON BURCH has a mighty sweet filly in 

the General Thatcher 4-year-old Tambour 
unbeaten in her three essays to date of this sea- 
son. She is real good at this writing and ap- 
pears ready to tackle the best in training down 
Maryland way. It was this filly that whipped 
Risque, Buckup, Baba Kenny and others in the 
Selima back in 1930. Mr. Burch trained her sire, 
owned her dam and bred, owns and trains Tam- 
bour. Mr. Burch has fared rather well in recent 
Maryland racing, having also saddled the Fox- 
satcher Farms’ French gelding, *White Clover 
II, for his Riggs victory over the unfortunste 
Mate. *White Clover II is one of those light- 
waisted, washy looking animals and training him 
is rendered less a sinecure by his underpinning. 
Something of an accomplishment for a man who 
wins a Suburban and Riggs in the same season 
with a horse of *White Clover II’s type.

numerous failures, A. C. Schwartz's 

One Chance graduated recently at Bowie. 
This diminutive fellow is a juvenile son of Chance 
Play and One Hour (half-sister to Gusto and 
sister to Clock Tower) and is one Max Hirsch 
considered quite a promising sort in the early 
spring. One Hour was a small mare and 
Chance Play, a fine big animal himself, has, as 
*St. Germans did in his first couple of seasons 
at stud, sired some not so large horses, so One 
Chance has an excuse for his lack of inches. 
One of the most prepossessing and promising 
yearlings quartered at Belmont Park is a son 
of Chance Play in the George Odom entourage. 
Has all his sire’s fine size and in the opinion of 
several horsemen may develop into a high-class 
performer. No reason why Chance Play shouldn't 
prove a good sire and while those of his get to 
have reached the races (his first crop came along 
this year) have not been eminently successful, 
it is far too early to pass judgment on him.

NOTES ON NICKS 


By MATCHEM 

HREE stallions are advertised to stand at the 

Shoshone Stud of William Robertson Coe at 
Lexington in 1933. The leader is Pompey, the 
most successful young sire in America, at a fee 
of $1,500, same as in 19382. Next is the older 
*Polymelian, one of the most consistent sires of 
speed, by mating with whose daughters Pompey 
has raised himself to a pre-eminent position. 
The other is Hustle On, a $70,000 yearling which 
was never able to repay any of his purchase 
price on the track. Mr. Coe believes this young 
son of Hurry On out of *Fatima II, by Radium, 
has enough class to merit a chance in the stud. 
A yearling filly (out of Wigwam) in his first 
crop is the best evidence in support of his owner's 
view. She is undoubtedly an excellent individual 
and a speedy one. Hustle On is advertised as a 
private stallion. 

But it is chiefly with Pompey that we are here 
concerned. The Hopeful-Futurity winner of 1925 
has been an unqualified success. His first crop 
of foals were 2-year-olds in 1931 and they placed 
him third on the list of leading sires of 2-year- 
old winners, earnings considered. This year his 
second crop, including the champion Ladysman, 
has put him at the top, with a clear lead over 
all opposition, for leading honors as sire of 2- 
year-old winners, money considered. Seven of 
his 2-year-olds won last year, 11 have won this 
year; and five of his seven 2-year-old winners of 
1931 have carried on as winners this year. Pom- 
pey’s pedigree:

Pompey’s pedigree must be extended at least 
five crosses before the character of it is shown 
plainly. In tail male it goes to Vedette, Galo- 
pin’s sire, and thence back to Blacklock, King 
Fergus and Eclipse. *Sun Briar, his sire, was 
from parents both of which were from the Ve- 
dette male line. Pompey was the result of the 
mating of a high-class race horse with a high- 
Class race mare. Physically he is very much 
the son of his mother, long-legged and on the 
greyhound type, but he has filled out a very 
handsome horse. In his races he had a way of 
“climbing,”” which is also evidenced by some of 
his get, but which does not appear to prevent 
them from being good race horses. 


The primary inbreeding in the horse’s pedi- 
gree is to St. Simon, of which he has a cross in 
the fourth and two crosses in the fifth genera- 
tion. Another cross of Galopin, St. Simon’s sire, 
enters through Wenonah, third dam of Corcyra. 
The next most important repetition of a name 
in his pedigree is that of Hermit, which is seen 
twice in the fifth and once (through Shotover) 
in the sixth generation. Hampton shows once 
in the fifth, twice in the sixth. Isonomy is once 
in the fourth, once in the sixth. 

As far as English breeding goes, Pompey has 
a well balanced pedigree, containing an approxi- 
mation of the proper amount of each of the more 
important patriarchs. If I were seeking an ideal 
mate for him, I would want her to have a little 
less St. Simon than Pompey himself, a little 
less Hermit, about the same amount of Hamp- 
ton and Isonomy as Pompey has, and about twice 
as much Bend Or. 

I would want the outcrosses to be principally 
American or French. Hanover and Domino 
would go well here. So would Broomstick and 
Fair Play (which has a powerful Bend Or strain 
through his dam, *Fairy Gold). Mares with a 
Fair Play-*Rock Sand cross might be particular- 
ly suitable, especially if they carried also an 
Isonomy strain. 

The success of Pompey with mares by *Poly- 
melian has been marked. In his first crop he 
had seven 2-year-old winners, and four of these 
were out of mares by *Polymelian; and of these 
four, three have won races this year at three. 
From his second crop he has 11 2-year-old win- 
ners to date, and five of them are out of *Poly- 
melian mares. That is, eight of his 16 winners 
of 1932 are from mares by *Polymelian. If we 
consider his stakes winners only, there are four, 
Osculator, Polonaise, Pompeius and Ladysman. 
Three of these, all except Polonaise, were suckled 
by daughters of *Polymelian. 

Here is accumulated evidence sufficient to con- 
vince breeders that *Polymelian is the nick for 
Pompey, though he brings in only one line which 
is not already found close up in Pompey’s an- 
cestry. (*Polymelian is by Polymelus out of a 
daughter of Sundridge, while Pompey is by a son 
of Sundridge out of a granddaughter of Poly- 
melus). I think the explanation for this nick 
lies partly in the fact that it is a happy combi- 
nation of inbreeding and partly in the fact that 
Pompey has been bred to so many *Polymelian 
mares at Shoshone. Pompey’s credentials sug- 
gest that he will get winners from almost any 
good mares. It follows that the more mares of 
a certain sort that are mated with him, the more 
winners he will get from them. In his first 
crop Pompey had 10 foals, and six of them were 
from *Polymelian mares. In his second crop he 
had 24 registered foals, of which nine had *Poly- 
melian for maternal grandsire. The total for the 
two years is 34 foals, of which 15 had the same 
combination. Pompey has had, in all, 18 win- 
ners, of which nine were the result of matings 
with daughters of *Polymelian. Thus, while 
*Polymelian is the grandsire of less than half of 
Pompey’s sons and daughters, he is the grand- 
sire of exactly half of his winners. In playing 
bridge, if we open up a suit which keeps on win- 
ning tricks, we stick to it. 

There is one disadvantage( ?) to this particular 
cross. It is not likely to produce stayers with 
a mile and a quarter “bottom.’”’ The intensifi- 
cation of the Sundridge blood means the intensi- 
fication of speed. But in America, where our 
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Futurities are worth nearly twice as much as 
our Derbys and worth more than five times cur 
Suburbans, the disadvantage (so-called) of lack- 
ing stamina is outweighed, twice over, by the 
advantage of superlative speed. 


I would like to call attention, in closing, to one 
more nick which has already been demonstrated 
in Pompey’s short career as a sire. It is with 
Disguise, son of Domino and *Bonnie Gal (by 
Galopin), the dam of Black Toney. Polonaise, 
the only stakes winner by Pompey which is not 
out of a *Polymelian mare, is out of Sweet Music, 
by Harmonicon, by Disguise. (Sweet Music’s 
dam is *Isette, by Isinglass—-Brielle, by Marta- 
gon, by Bend Or.) Masked Knight, a frequent 
winner, near stakes class, is out of Masked 
Dancer, by Disguise. Caesars Ghost, which has 
shown up well in late fall stakes races for 2- 
year-olds, is from Bourbon Girl, by Helmet, by 
Disguise. This same mare, Bourbon Girl, is dam 
of the Pompey vearling which topped the Sara- 
toga sales this year. 


JOSEPH M. MADDEN’S WILL. 

The will of Joseph M. Madden, dated October 
27. 1932, disposing of an estate of more than 
$1,000,000 in trust for his widow and _ three 
children, was filed and probated in Fayette County 
Court, Lexington, November 22. Mr. Madden 
took his own life in New York October 31. His 
entire estate, real and personal, is bequeathed to 
his widow, Mrs. Ruth Rovane Madden, during 
her natural life and at her death it is ordered to 
pay the entire net income to their children. The 
Chase National Bank, New York, was named as 
trustee. Mrs. Madden qualified as executrix of 
the estate, under bond of $1,000,000 without 
surety, the will dispensing with this provision.

MARYLAND 


NEAR THE END. 

HE Maryland racing season is in its last full 

week. The meeting which opened at Bowie 
Monday, November 14, will come to a close 
Tuesday, November 29. The first two days at 
Bowie were devoted to the relief of Mary!and’s 
unemployed. The funds realized from these two 
and from six previous days this year furnished 
a total of $127,300 for the aid of destitute per- 
sons in the state. Last year the Maryland tracks 
raised $125,700 in five charity days. Bowie's two 
charity days brought its total for the year to 
three, the track having devoted one day at its 
spring session to that purpose. Pimlico and 
Havre de Grace each had two charity days, and 
Laurel had one. For each of these days, the 
fund was increased by the daily license tax 
(waived by the Maryland Racing Commission), 
5 per cent of the money wagered, mutuel break- 
ages, admissions, concessions and sale of pro- 
grams. 

The Bowie management had good weather for 
its charity programs, but during the latter half 
of the first week, when good horses were in com- 
petition, inclemency cut the crowds and_ the 
wagering well below the point of reasonable ex- 
pectation. The following table will indicate how 
much the “handle” in the pari-mutuels has de- 
clined from the none-too-good fall meeting of 
last year:

The session still has an excellent chance to 
prove profitable, however, unless the weather is 
continuously adverse. The program of Thanks- 
giving Day, when the Thanksgiving Handicap 
will be run, that of Saturday, November 26, when 
the Endurance Handicap will be up for decision 
among the 2-year-olds, and the final day, when 
the rich Bryan and O’Hara Memorial Handicap 
(formerly the Gadsden D. Bryan, later the 
Southern Maryland Handicap) will be offered, 
should prove good drawing cards. Better horses 
than usual are racing at Bowie. 

Matthias L. Daiger, general manager of the 
Pimlico meetings, reports that the Maryland 
Jockey Club, for the first time in many years, 
realized a loss on the meeting which closed at 
Pimlico just ahead of the Bowie opening. The 
average pari-mutuel play this season was a 
little less than $385,000 daily, whereas, accord- 
ing to Mr. Daiger, the track can not pay its 
heavy state and city taxes ($9,000 daily) and 
meet other expenses with a mutuel play of less 
than $400,000. The other two Maryland fall 
meetings, at Havre de Grace and Laurel (which 
have no $3,000 daily city tax to pay), are re- 
ported to have made small profits. 

Pimlico’s small loss was suffered despite the 
fact that the money distributed in stakes and 
purses this fall was reduced from $256,320 in 
the fall meeting of last year to $176,700 this 
year. The daily average distribution was cut 
from $21,360 to $14,725. These figures are an

indication that the management may feel obliged 
to bring down the value of the 1933 Preakness 
from the $50,000 added value it has maintained 
for several years, but no such suggestion has

come from anyone associated with the Mary- 
land Jockey Club. 

Laurel Park, during its 24 days of racing, cut 
nearly $100,000 off the amount of its stakes and 
purses. Ths year it distributed $268,365, a daily 
average Of $11,181.67, as compared with last 
year’s total of $366,545, average $15,272.15 daily. 


CANRON DEFEATS MALE RIVALS. 

Fillies in the fall. The adage was true again 
at Bowie Saturday, November 19, in the tenth 
running’ of the Prince Georges Fall Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles). The 
winner, over a track deep in mud but with a 
firm bottom, was W. W. Vaughan’s home-bred 
Canron, (108), daughter of Catalan. B. Han- 
ford rode her well. Early in the backstretch he 
drove her up to third place behind the pace of 
Microphone (111) and G. H. Bostwick’s Pom- 
peius (115). Lying behind them a length or 
so, he then took a snug hold of the filly and 
waited. At the middle of the second turn he 


began his drive for victory. In the stretch she 
gained gradually on the favorite, Pompeius, 


which had appeared to be running easily until 
the final turn was completed. When put to a 
drive he lagged, however, and the filly had him 
beaten at the eighth pole, with a neck advan- 
tage, which she maintained, under pressure, to 
the end. Third, three lengths back, came the 
Anall Stable’s Larranaga (118), the top weight, 
which possibly was best as the race was run. 
With C. Kurtsinger up, he was crowded back by 
Pardee (108) at the start and was again rid- 
den into close quarters on the second turn, then 
went to the outside and closed well. The 
Greentree Stable’s Curacao (106) was fourth in 
the field of 10. The approximate order of fin- 
ish behind him was Pardee, Marmion (105), 
Microphone, Snap Back (103), Clotho (110), 
Rehoboth (105). Time, :23 3-5, :49, 1:14 2-5, 
1:42, 1:49 1-5, track muddy. Stakes division, 
$4,725, $1,000, $500, $250.

HEARD AT THE SALES. 


Jockey Jake Heupel commented: ‘‘A man could 
get into the horse business in a big way for $30 
if he had $30.” ... J. O. Keene remarked: “It 
cost me an average of $32 per head to find out 
that I should have shot some of the mares I 
offered here, but I never could shoot anything 
except a crow or a rat.” ... Ed. F. Prichard, 
from the ringside to the mansver: “Mr. Tranter, 
these prices are outrageous. Why, this mare won 
$26,185 while racing. She's one of the best bred 
mares in the book.” Voice from the sets: ‘‘The dif- 
ference between what she won and what she'll 
bring is probably $26,100,” and it was just about 
that. . . . Auctioner John Bain: “Dear people, 
won't you please start these horses at some 
figures—-some reasonable figure? Surely you 
must know that your delay is time-consuming 
and, more than that, it is hard on me and all 
here. I know that some of the animals being 
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offered should never have come into this arena, 
but they and others of the same sort to follow 
are here, so make the most of it by getting 
through with them as quickly as possible.” 
City Jailer Charles Jordan, after having bought a 
blind mare for $25: ‘‘Gracious me, I do not want 
a blind mare. You say she was announced as 
blind in both eyes? Well, it’s my bad luck, I 
guess, for I did not hear it. I'll pay for her, and 
kindly present her to some one.’ Later in the 
day: “You couldn’t give her away, you say”? Very 
well, I'll send her to the farm. She's in foal to 
Mars, a son of Man o’ War, and maybe she will 
produced a Kentucky Derby winner. who 
knows?” . The young matron who had ac- 
companied her husband, and who was seeing her 
first horse sale, thought it would be fun to keep 
a “correct total’’ of amounts for the horses sold 
that evening. At the conclusion she proudly an- 
nounced umpteen thousand, so many hundred 
dollars and a half. ‘How come the half-dollar?” 
inquired fond hubby. “One sold for fourteen- 
fifty,’ she sweetly replied. “I wish those 
people out the Old Frankfort Pike had lost their 
sense of smell before getting the court to close 
the rendering plant,’ remarked a bystander see- 
ing several mares led from the ring without a 
bid. ‘Even so, the plant would have closed,” said 
another, “for there was no market for the pro- 
duct.” . Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield: ‘It is 
heart-breaking to sit here and see the passing of 
opportunity after opportunity for large profits 
within a year or two or three at the most, all 
because people haven’t any money for invest- 
ment.” .. . John H. Morris: “I am reminded of a 
sale at Horseman’s Headquarters, Lexington, 
many years ago. Charles Reed, of Gallatin, Tenn., 
the man who paid $100,000 for *St. Blaise at the 
elder August Belmon’t dispersal, had six or eight 
horses lined up to enter the sales ring. The 
auctioneer was knocking down the first one for 
$10. ‘The halter don’t go with the horse,’ shouted 
Mr. Reed as he turned and walked outside of 
the seating arrangement where a number of 
Negro hostlers and others were standing about. 
‘Any of you men who want horses, take yourself 
one of those!’ he shouted. When he had seen 
them all being led away, Mr. Reed went back to 
his seat and complacently smoked until the end 
of the sale.”’ ... Major Louie A. Beard hought 
Chicleight for $2,000. ‘Little Tom” Piatt asked 
him if he could have her for a profit. “You can 
have her at the knock-down price; just tell them 
at the office to transfer the sale to you,” and 
“Little Tom” thanked the Major for his gener- 
osity. ...J. W. Parrish: “That young man 
(Thomas Carr Piatt) has the making of a great 
stud in the mares Ruddy Light and her daughter 
Chicleight. They would make a fortune for any 
young man who would give them the attention 
they will get from him.” . John Muth: “I 
make money handling cheap horses, but I can’t 
help but feel that it is a pity that the breeders 
did not raise a fund to buy and retire many at 
this sale.”

NEW YORK 
RETRENCHMENT. 
IRST indication of how the Westchester 


Racing Association and the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation for the improvement of the breed of 
horses expect to meet the adverse circumstances 
which they must face next year was given last 
week with the announcement of closing dates 
for stakes of the two associations. Each has 
adopted a program of retrenchment. 

Belmont Park is advertising in this issue a 
number of stakes events closing Monday, Decem- 
ber 5 (see page 588). Five fixtures which 
usually close at this time are missing from the 
list. They are the Keene Memorial, Maturity and 
Debut Stakes and Spindrift and Speed Handicaps, 
each of which had $2,500 added in 1932. To- 
gether they had this year a total value of $12,500 
in added money. The Keene Memorial was the 
most important of the stakes dropped. It was 
for 2-year-olds at a distance of 4!» furlongs. Its 
twentieth running this year was taken by C. V. 
Whitney’s Caterwaul, whose share of the stakes 
was $7,500. The Spindrift was revived last year 
after having been discontinued for years. It was 
for 3-year-olds and up at 1 1-8 miles. The Speed 
Handicap was for 3-year-olds and up at 5!» fur- 
longs and was a recently instituted event. The 
Maturity for 3-year-olds and up at one mile, did 
not have its first running until 1928. The Debut 
Stakes was the only race in the country for 3- 
year-olds that have never started. It was insti- 
tuted in 1928 by Joseph E. Widener. 

The Suburban, Metropolitan and Toboggan 
Handicaps and the Hollis, Bouquet and Harlem 
Claiming Stakes have all had their added values 
reduced by one-half. The Swift Stakes is reduced 
from $2,500 added to $1,500 added; the Juvenile 
Stakes from $4,000 to $2,500 added; the Fashion 
Stakes from $2,500 to $1,500 added. 

Further on down the line, the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, to be run during the autumn meeting 
of 1933, is reduced from $10,000 to $5,000 added. 
The values of the more remote stukes to close 
in December have not been changed. No reduc- 
tion is anticipated in the money added to the 
Futurity of 1935 and the Matron Stakes of 1934, 
for which nominations will close January 3, 1933. 
It now appears probable that Belmont Park will

Another important change in stakes conditions 
anonunced by the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion is the fact that for the Belmont Stakes of 
19385 there will be two closings. In _ previous 
years conditions provided for the nomination of 
weanlings only for the Belmont Stakes to be run 
three years later. Under the new _ conditions 
weanlings may be nominated this year and year- 
lings next year for the Belmont of 1935. The 
forfeits for weanling nominations are reduced to 
$150, half the previous amount for this penalty. 
Yearling forfeits will be $250. The added value 
of the race remains at 925,000 added. 

The Saratoga Association is making the fol- 
lowing reduction: the Hopeful from $40,000 to 
$25,000 guaranteed; the United States Hotel 
Stakes from $19,000 to $7,500 guaranteed; Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes from $10,000 to $7,500 guar- 
anteed; Consolation Stakes from $5,000 to $4,000 
guaranteed (for both events); Saratoga Cup 
from $5,000 added to $3,000 added. The Spinaway 
Stakes for 2-year-old fillies, remains at $7,500 
guaranteed. The Travers Stakes of 1934 has 
been changed from $5,000 added and $25,000 
guaranteed to $20,000 guaranteed. The condi- 
tions of the Saratoga Cup are being changed, 
and the Saratoga Association is announcing a 
closing of the stakes for 1934, for which year it 
will have $5,000 added. The race thus becomes 
the only American fixture for 3-year-olds and up 
with such an early closing date. 

Doubtless horsemen will continue to patronize 
Saratoga and Belmont stakes as they have done 
for many years. It is generally realized that 
nothing but utter necessity has brought about 
the reductions which are now announced, and 
there can not but be a general sense of loyalty 
to the management of these two tracks, whose 
sportsmanship has been exceeded by no other 
racing associations in the country.

ALBERT BURLEN’S REPORT. 

The minutiae of New York racing statistics 
are kept every year by Albert Burlen, veteran 
clerk of the scales for tracks under the control 
of The Jockey Club. His report for the season 
just ended includes the following conglomerate 
details. 

Horses disqualified, 20, of which 18 were in 
flat races, two in steeplechases. Last year there 
were 21 disqualifications, of which three were 
in steeplechases. John J. Robinson's Little Lad 
was disqualified twice for fouls, once at the Ja- 
maica spring and once at the Aqueduct fall meet- 
ing. Other disqualified horses at Jamaica were 
Ipral and Claremont at the spring meeting, Vil- 
lon and Papyrograph at the fall session. At 
Belmont Park’s spring meeting, Point Breeze, 
Marooned and Marciana were set back; at the 
fall meeting, St. Brideaux. At Aqueduct, sum- 
mer, Kerry Patch, Cloudy Day and Dancing 
Mack; at the fall meeting, Prize Day and How 
High. Empire City’s one disqualification was 
Ned O., during the summer meeting. Saratoga’s 
were Tinema, Uncanny, Blue Banner, and Hasti- 
past. Point Breeze (at Belmont) and Blue Ban- 
ner (at Saratoga) were steeplechasers. 

Two track records were broken, both in stee- 
plechases. Stephen Sanford’s Dark Magne set 
a new mark for Saratoga’s course of about two 
miles, 4:11 4-5. Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Spar 
raced over the same course in 4:11 1-5 on Au- 
gust 26. Thomas Hitchcock’s *Escapade set a

new mark for Aqueduct’s two-mile course, 3:49, 
in winning the Harbor Hill Steeplechase. Horse- 
men have disputed this mark, making the claim 
that the race was started in the wrong place, 
but the record has been accepted as official. 

Dead heats numbered two. The first was at 
Belmont Park, in an overnight race, with In- 
diantown (L. Fator) and Algeria (M. Garner) 
as the principals. The second was in the Yon- 
kers Handicap at Empire City, in which Ap- 
prentice (Earl Sande) was tied with Pardee (H. 
Mills). 

Three steeplechase riders died as the result 
of falls, R. Bourke, hurt at Saratoga, T. Wade 
and J. Tammaro, both injured at Belmont Park. 

Ninety-nine claims were made. The highest 
price smong these was the $7,000 which G. H. 
Bostwick put up for J. H. Louchheim’s Uncanny 
at Jamaica. Mr. Bostwick, through J. R. Smith, 
also claimed Blind Bowboy for $6,500, and Fred 
Kraft got Hibala back from Joseph Edwards 
for the same amount. (Mr. Bostwick later had 
Blind Bowboy claimed from him, after which he 
repurchased the horse privately.) Empire City 
had 19 claims at its summer meeting, Saratoga 
had 17, and Empire City had 10 more for the 
fall meeting. Other meetings had fewer claims. 

The number of horses which started on New 
York tracks during 170 racing days w2s 1,606, 
divided: 3-year-olds and up, 768: 2-year-olds, 
660; steeplechasers, 178. For 1931 the figures 
were 822 3-year-olds and up, 753 2-year-olds, 199 
steeplechasers. All told, there were 168 fewer 
starters this year than in 1931. 

Onlv 145 jockeys were licensed, as against 227 
in 1931. Steeplechase riders declined from 105 
in 1931 to 74 in 1932. 

Added _ starters numbered 24. Permits to 
change equipment (blinkers) were 454; and of 
the horses which put on the “rogue’s hood” 36 
were subsequently winners. The blinker rule 
was reported violated nine times, and fines 
ranged from $10 to $25. The maximum fine 
for offense against this rule is $200, but it has 
never been enforced to the full extent except 
once when the late James Rowe made an un- 
authorized change in the equipment of the good 
horse Borrow. 

The vear’s heaviest fine was $100, assessed 
against G. H. Bostwick, the amateur rider. Fined 
$100 for pulling up *Cahirciveen in a steeple- 
chase, he assumed a “resentful attitude’ and 
was fined another $100--but kept on riding. 
Fines collected are turned into a fund, super- 
vised by officials and trainers, for the benefit 
of injured riders. 


WILL WINTER AT BELMONT PARK. 

Earl Sande, convalescing from an appendi- 
citis operation, was able last Friday to look over 
the string of eight horses he has in training at 
Belmont Park for Maxwell Howard, of Dayton, 
Ohio. The young trainer changed his mind 
about racing this winter and will keep his stable 
at Belmont during the cold months. 


NATIONAL STALLION STAKES. 

The vet of 39 stallions are eligible for nomina- 
tion to the National Stallion Stakes, $5,000 added, 
to be run at Belmont Park’s spring meeting of 
1934. These stallions, nominated by their own- 
ers, iro Tohn P. Grier, Gallant Fox, Black Toney, 
*North Star III, Blue Larkspur, Brooms, Pom- 
pey, Pustle On, *Bull Dog, Man o’ War, Ameri- 
can Flag, *Sir Gallahad III, Stimulus, Toro, 
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Reigh Count, Ed Crump, *Sun Briar, Chance 
Play, Canter, Display, Dress Parade, Victorian, 
Diavolo, Distraction, *Chicle, Pennant, Mad Hat- 
ter, *St. Germans, Whichone, *Dis Donc, Upset, 
*Royal Minstrel, The Porter, St. James, Chance 
Shot, *Sickle, Haste, Polydor and Sumair. 
DEATH OF WILLIAM MIDGELEY. 

William Midgeley, trainer, was found shot to 
death in the bath room of his home at 2100 Cold 
Spring Lane, Baltimore, on the morning of No- 
vember 15. He had apparently taken his own 
life. Mr. Midgeley had been brooding for some 
time over the revocation of his license by the 
Jockey Club stewards this summer. Among Mr, 
Midgeley’s employers in recent years were the 
late Gifford A. Cochran and Samuel D. Riddle. 
Before he took up training he was a rider of 
some reputation. 


MAY COME BACK. 

From over the water comes a note that Victor 
Emanuel is contemplating return of his Ameri- 
can mares to a farm in Kentucky or in Virginia. 
Reason? So few, if any, of them are eligible, 
because of the “bar sinister’’ raised by the 
Jersey Act, to inclusion in the General Stud Book. 


EMPIRE CITY’S REDUCTION. 

During 12 days of racing this fall the Empire 
City Racing Association distributed, in purses, 
$58,200, a daily average of $4,850. Last year at 
its fall meeting Empire City distributed $85,060, 
daily average $7,089.33. 


BRIEF VISIT. 

Fred S. Meyerscough, of Dublin, an important 
figure in horse insurance circles in Ireland and 
England, was a visitor for a few days in New 
York, having sailed for home November 18.

OLDEN WAY gets my vote for 1933 3-year- 

old honors, and I have the feeling that other 
writers with the privilege to make long-range 
predictions will be writing his name in their 
selections for 1933 classic honors. 

Tick On was my 1932 choice on his autumn 
showing as a 2-year-old. My only satisfaction 
was to see him go to the post the favorite in 
both the Kentucky Derby and the Preakness be- 
fore he broke down. 

Golden Way has not won a stakes race this year, 
but the son of John P. Grier—Milky Way, by 
*Star Shoot, has shown that he possesses high 
qualities. He runs like a stayer. When the old 
master, Henry McDaniel, brings this colt out in 
1933, he will soon, I believe, have enough cre- 
dentials to win him the popular vote as the year’s 
best. 

Selecting this fine colt for 1933 honors is not 
meant as an invitation to support him when 
future odds are quoted on coming events. In my 
opinion racing will fare infinitely better when 
future odds are excluded from newspapers and 
racing journals as is now the mention of lottery 
drawings. The failure of Equipoise and Top 
Flight, the last two winter favorites for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, to get to the post in that race 
should have left enough of an impression on 
players to discourage them from wagering of 
this sort. 


CHARLES MICKELWAIT. 
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THE TOTE AND ITS MAKER 


By ADAM MCKAY 
In The Referee (Sydney, Australia.) 
OVERNMENT archives of the Commonwealth 
will be found to contain some curious pre- 
historic ancestors of the modern tote. It hap- 
pened this way. 

Round about 25 years ago there was in West- 
ern Australia, as engineer of State Railways, the 
prilliant fellow from Melbourne Grammar School 
and New Zealand University, Mr. George A. 
Julius (not yet knighted), and State and Com- 
monwealth Governments suddenly got a hunch 
that they might like an automatic voting ma- 
chine, which would record the elector’s vote 
without error, and would count the votes without 
possibility of mistake. 

Julius could do it. He made plans which were 
a labyvinth of wheels and electric circuits; and 
the thing was both fool-proof and man-proof. 
You or I could no more read the plan than a 
gum-leaf musician from La Perouse can read a 
Wagner score; but it was as plain as large print 
to Julius. 

Then a new Government said it wanted to use 
the Hare-Spence system of preferential voting. 
The first Julius scheme was accordingly buried 
away in Government pigeon-holes, and he started 
on a second device, infinitely more involved. 

In his mind and on paper he created a gadget 
which could do everything but think politically. 
It could record a vote, and even make the voter 
have a second shot if his first vote was informal; 
it could reject the lowest candidate and trans- 
fer his preferences; could add and subtract and 
multiply and divide; and at last could announce 
the final figures; so it would put some gaseous 
hero of the soap-box into Parliament without 
possibility of appeal. 

Government, which is a capricious animal, then 
said that it was now thinking of something dif- 
ferent from the Hare-Spence method of voting; 
and Julius’s second marvellous Robot went into 
the pigeon-hole mausoleum on top of the first 
corpse. 

Then up and spoke a Perth friend, who was 
interested in horse-racing, “Could you make an 
automatic tote?” 

“What is a tote?” Julius asked. 

They explained to him the French “pari- 
mutuel.”’ 

“T’ll make one,” said Julius. 

He had been to a racecourse just as often as a 
housewife in North Greenland had telephoned the 
ice-works, or as often as Beelzebub had bought 
an electric radiator. 

Since then, however, he has sometimes said to 
his friends—— 

“If people have got to bet, the tote or pari- 
mutuel has its good points. It doesn’t care what 
horse wins, or whether the odds are high or low. 
It doesn’t own or train any horses in a race. It 
doesn’t get off the box to go punting on its own 
account. It is more likely to spend its commis- 
sion in a hospital ward than in a midnight res- 
taurant.” 

When Model One and Model Two of the earliest 
automatic totes were completed, their creator 
looked at them with a kind of tolerant approval. 
They were good enough for a first try. His 
craftsman’s sense of mechanical perfection on the 
other hand told him to go on through Model 10 


” 


and Model 20 up to Model 30, scrapping and re- 
casting as he went along. 

Art is long—but Time is fleeting; and com- 
merce is in a bigger hurry than your born in- 
ventors are. Models One and Two were promptly 
exploited and put to work, one in New Zealand 
and one in Western Australia. 

Many a time their creator has said, “Whenever 
in later years I looked at those first contraptions, 
I shuddered in horror.” 

Alas, poor Frankenstein! But he did not sit 
still. 

By and by, the racecourses using the automatic 
tote complained of double toil and trouble. First, 
they had to print the same thousands of tickets 
for every horse in every race, and the unusued 
tickets with the numbers of outsiders were 
thrown away as sheer waste of paper and print- 
ing. 

Moreover, the ready-printed tickets gave to in- 
siders the temptation and the chance to steal a 
ticket surreptitiously, pass it out to a confederate, 
and take a risk for the sake of a dishonest win- 
ning bet. 

More wheels; more gear; more electric connec- 
tions and disconnections. Julius elaborated and 
complications of his clockwork, until the attend- 
ant, pulling on the lever, printed each ticket in- 
dividually before it was sold. Whether they came 
slow or fast, or ail tumbling together on the 
same horse, they were all infallibly recorded; 
and every human frailty was eliminated from 
the equation. 


Now came the time when the conservative 
punters of Old England said: 

“When we back a hoss, we know what odds we 
are gettin’. What about your gadget? We don’t 
know whether it is givin’ us evens, or twos, or 
fives, or what. A chap likes to see the state of 
the bettin’.”’ 

With his head laid on a pillow in London one 
night, Julius’ brain drowsed through wheels and 
cranks and cycles and epicycles and breaks and 
circuits and eccentrics and the rest, and sud- 
denly his mind became luminous. At the end of 
a mathematical formula looking like 20 lines of 
printer’s pi, he saw the solution. 

It seemed to him too easy. 

“A long time since my University days,” he 
said to himself, ‘‘my mathematics must be up to 
putty.” 

But when he consulted the latest of mathema- 
ticians and delved into their most modern lore, 
he found that he was absolutely right. 

Thus he was able to add to the Auto-Tote its 
barometer or dial, revealing at a glance the state 
of odds against any horse on the tote. 

At Longchamps in Paris there is a Julius-de- 
signed tote with 272 selling windows, for bets 
varying from 5 up to 5000 francs each; and it has 
automatically recorded and tallied one and a- 
half million wagers on a single race. 

Today the biggest engineering pundit in 
Australasia, Sir George Julius, is chairman of the 
Commonwealth Council of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research; Chairman of the Engineering 
Standards’ Association; and a dozen other things. 

The tote to him was only a challenge to a 
mechanical ingenuity which refused to be baf- 
fled. He tallied bets automatically. He would 
just as soon have tallied votes or church collec- 
tions, or mechanised the motions of the plane- 
tary bodies.

BRUEN WANTS DATES CHANGED. 

AST year the Florida Racing Commission 

granted dates to Hialeah Park and Tropi- 
cal Park, both in Dade County and both depend- 
ing on Miami and Miami Beach for their sup- 
port. Later the commission changed the dates, 
then changed them again. This year, in announc- 
ing dates for the winter racing of 1933 in Dade 
County, the commission informed the press that 
no changes would be made. 


The dates granted Tropical Park are February 
7 to- March 31, to Hialeah Park, January 19 to 
March 11. These dates conflict on 29 days 
Until last week there was a growing impression 
among horsemen that Tropical Park would not 
use the dates granted, but last Sunday Frank J. 
Bruen, managing director of the Gables Racing 
Association, announced from New York that a 
meeting will be held at Tropical Park and that 
he had requested the Florida Racing Commission 
to rearrange the racing dates so as to avoid the 
conflict between the two tracks. 


A few days previous, on November 15, the 
Florida commission had adjourned after a two- 
day session during which dates for several dog 
tracks were fixed and the Tampa Shores Jockey 
Club was granted dates for two meetings, De- 
cember 30 to January 14 and March 11 to March 
31. The commission's next meeting will be held 
December 17. 

Meanwhile horsemen are making their plans 
for racing at Hialeah Park and Willoughby Park. 
The latter has posted with the Florida Racing 
Commission the $50,000 bond required by the 
state law and is proceeding with plans for its 
meeting. Willoughby Park’s purses are an- 
nounced to average $600 with a minimum of $500. 

George E. Phillips, New York and Miami, un- 
loaded Claremont, Twisted Thread and Beau 
Jolie at Hialeah Park November 15. These were 
the first three horses to arrive at the track for 
the 19383 meeting. A few days later J. W. (Bub) 
May got in with 16 head, the property of Joseph 
E. Widener and Mrs. Katherine Elkins Hitt. The 
movement to Hialeah will be steady until the 
meeting opens. Most of the important stables 
in the country will have representation there. 
Joseph McLennan, racing secretary, has made 
stable reservations for 1,093 horses representing 
120 ownerships, and was obliged to report, in 
response to three hundred-odd additional appli- 
cations for stalls, that the room was exhausted. 

Grandstand admission to Hialeah Park will be 
reduced trom 32.50 to $1, clubhouse from $5.50 
to $4. 

From New York last week Joseph E. Widener 
denied rumors that Hialeah Park will have 
racing only five days a week this winter. Mr. 
Widener said that while he was in France this 
summer that he received a cablegram from the 
Miami Chamber of Commerce suggesting a five- 
day racing week. His reply was a suggestion 
that they communicate with the State Racing 
Commission. He said that he had not heard any 
further about the matter. Mr. Widener added: 
“If the merchants and citizens of Miami prefer 
a five-day racing week I would be glad to com- 
ply with their wishes, providing that Hialeah 
could race out the complete allotment of dates. 
Eliminating Mondays this would move our clos- 
ing date back an extra week.” 
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WIDENER STRING AT HIALEAH. 

Ten horses to carry the colors of Joseph f, 
Widener under the trainership of J. W. (Bub) 
May during the Miami Jockey Club's race meet- 
ing arrived at Hialeah Park Thursday, Novem- 
ber 17. They are Canon Law, Flower Day, 
Hecla, Hobnail, Mr. Sponge, Pari-Mutuel, The 
Pelican, Periodical, Robinson Crusoe and Starry. 
In the car with them were six of Mrs. Katherine 
Elkins Hitt’s horses. 


LOUISIANA 


OSEPH A. MURPHY, vice-president and gen- 

eneral manager of the Crescent City Jockey 
Club, last week made the announcement that 
there will be no bookmaking at the Fair Grounds 
meeting which is expected to open in January. 
Judge Murphy stated: 

“We have reached this decision after the most 
careful deliberation and after seeking the advice 
not only of local people in New Orleans but from 
experts all over the United States. The general 
impression of everybody is that the two systems 
will not mix, and I feel that we should bow to 
this judgment. There were many arguments for 
and against the proposition, but under present 
economic conditions it was thought best not to 
attempt anything that might prove to be a 
costly innovation.” 

But most of the news from New Orleans is 
now coming from Jefferson Park whose 51-day 
meeting will open Thanksgiving Day, November 
24, and continue to Saturday, January 21. Horse- 
men from Kentucky, Illinois, Maryland and New 
York are gathering there. The Jefferson Park 
program includes a number of attractive added 
money feature races and promises to attract a 
large share of the winter racing talent. 


PATTERSON’S WINTER STRING. 

Joe F. Patterson has arranged to take a string 
of horses owned by B. B. Jones’ Audley Farm and 
others to New Orleans and other winter tracks 
and will arrive at Jefferson Park within the 
next few days. Mr. Patterson, following his 
custom, will make an effort to dispose of the 
horses in his stable while he is racing them. 


“BILL” CAIN’S STRING. 

William Cain has Alamae, Bud K., Christine 
K., Chris Paschen, Cloi, Fortunate Mann, Marie 
B., Purple Robe, Shasta Belle and Val J., to 
race at New Orleans in charge of Trainer L.

The state 
veterinarian, Dr. Edward P. Flowers, issued a re- 
quest that horsemen vanning their stock into 
Louisiana, turn to the right at McComb, Miss., 
go through Liberty, turn south to Baton Rouge, 
and call him on arrival at the capital.

AMMON RA. 

ORD came from San Francisco last week 

that Ammon Ra, a gelding which succeeded 
to the championship which Phar Lap left behind 
him in Australia, will be shipped from that 
country in time to arrive in California about 
January 1. The first announcement from _ the 
coast stated that the invader was to participate 
in the $50,000 added Agua Caliente Handicap, 
whose 1932 renewal fell to Phar Lap. Shortly 
afterwards the Associated Press carried a story 
quoting Alfred J. Richardson, representative in 
this country of Ammon Ra’s owner, Clifford C. 
Sheath, a New Zealand lumberman, that the 
gelding would “‘pass up the Agua Caliente $50,000 
Handicap March 26.”’ Mr. Richardson is further 
quoted to the effect that the horse will be 
shipped from Sydney December 17 or 22 and will 
arrive in San Francisco in January. 

“After such a long trip it necessarily will re- 
quire a long time to become acclimated,” Mr. 
Richardson stated. “It is unlikely he will be raced 
before April. We have received offers from tracks 
in Chicago, Maryland and New Orleans. Agua 
Caliente officials had no authority to make the 
announcement yesterday in which they inferred 
Ammon Ra was coming over to try to win the 
Handicap, as did Phar Lap.” 

Agua Caliente officials, however, appeared to 
maintain the belief that Ammon Ra may race 
at the Lower California meeting, depending upon 
his condition after his arrival here. Phar Lap, 
his predecessor, had no difficulty in running a 
superb race in the Handicap after having gone 
through virtually the same program as is in- 
tended for Ammon Ra. 

Daily papers, accepting publicity agents’ ver- 
sion of the story, pictured Ammon Ra as a horse 
the equal of, or little worse than, Phar Lap. Such 
is not the case. The most complete account of 
Ammon Ra's career yet published in this country 
was that furnished by “Centaur” to the readers 
of The Morning Telegraph (New York). We 
quote in part: 

“Reports of the Flemington meeting are not 
at hand, but Ammon Ra did not appear under 
colors during the first three days of the A. J. C. 
meeting, which began on October 1, nor was he 
an eligible for the Caulfield or Melbourne Cups. 
Therefore, whether he is going the right way or 
not, is impossible to determine at this time. 

“It has been represented in the American press 
that Ammon Ra is little behind Phar Lap in 
point of class, but competent critics from the 
‘Never Never Land’ scoff at this and state Am- 
mon Ra could not beat one side of Phar Lap. 
He proved conclusively, a year ago, he was not 
a true stayer, as Middle Watch trounced him 
decisively in the two St. Legers, and Johnnie 
Jason, quite a bit below strictly high grade form, 
accounted for Ammon Ra in the Victoria Derby. 

“Up to a mile and a quarter, and possibly a 
mile and a half, over dirt, Ammon Ra might give 
a first class account of himself in this country 
if he reproduces his best Antipodean form. His 
complete record for the first two seasons he raced 
is given herewith:

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“As a 2-year-old in New Zealand and New 
South Wales, he started in five races, winning 
four; was third in the other, and won $35,505, 
figuring the pound sterling at $5. 

“In the Great Northern Foal Stakes, carrying 
124, he defeated La Poupee, a filly, 119, in a 
desperate drive by three parts of a length in 
1:18 3-5. In the Royal Stakes, La Poupee ran 
Ammon Ra to a neck at level weights, 111 
pounds, in 1:16. In the Wellington Stakes, Am- 
mon Ra won by a head, with 106; Aspian, which 
had been third in the two previous races, was 
second, and La Poupee, third, in 1:00 3-4. 

“In the Sires Produce Stakes, Ammon Ra's 
first appearance in Australia, he carried 122, 
defeating Johnnie Jason, 122, by two lengths; 
the filly, Gallantic, 120, was third. Fifteen 
others ran, and the time was 1:25 1-2. In the 
Champagne Stakes at Randwick, Ammon Ra, 
under 127, was beaten one and a half lengths 
and a neck by Burwood, 117, and Movie Star, 
127. Eleven others were in the beaten field in 
1:12 1-4. 

“It may be pertinent to add at this point that 
Ammon Ra was bred in New Zealand by Dr. 
E. H. Milson and was offered for sale as a year- 
ling. But because of the fact he turned in his 
near forefoot, and failing to make his reserve, 
he was taken back by Dr. Milson and won his 
first two races in the colors of his breeder. 

“After his victories in the Great Northern Foal 
Stakes and the Royal Stakes, Ammon Ra was 
sold to C. C. Sheath, a native New Zealander but 
long a resident of Sydney, New South Wales, for 
a reported consideration of $17,500. The change 
in ownership did nct effect the training plans of 
the gelding, as Sheath left him with J. T. Jamie- 
son. After his first two victories, Ammon Ra 
ran thereafter in the ‘white, red diamond, black 
sleeves and red cap’ of C. C. Sheath. 

“As a 3-year-old Ammon Ra started in 14 
races, winning 10, was second in two and un- 
placed in two, earning $78,052.50. His record 
as a 3-year-old in tabulated form is as follows:

inson Crusoe was one of the few horses that sur.

that was caught in the storm and nearly knocked 
to pieces off what is now the Coogee Aquarium, 
He won the A. J. C. Derby and St. Leger and 
other good races and was the sire of Navigator, 
Trident and Insomnia, dam of the great mare, 
Wakeful. 

“It is interesting to note not only Ammon Ra, 
but Peter Pan, the outstanding 3-year-old in 
Australia this year, trace back to mares im- 
ported by the Messrs. Fisher nearly three-quar- 
ters of a century ago.”

VICTOR EMANTEL’S SUCCESS. 

HE American sportsman Victor Emanuel, who 

has transferred virtually all his Thorough- 
bred interests from America to England, scored 
a signal victory by winning the Hurst Park Great 
Two-Year-Old Stakes on November 5_ with 
Statesman, a colt which had not started previ- 
ously. George Dulier had trained him especially 
for this important stakes, which is at a distance 
of six furlongs and has a value to the winner of 
1,275 sovereigns (about $4,450). Ridden by B. 
Carslake, the Australian jockey who recently 
swallowed his scarf pin, Statesman scored easily, 
by two lengths, with Apple Time second and 
Coup de Lyon third in a field of five. 

Statesman is eligible for the Two Thousand 
Guineas and the Derby. He is a son of Bland 
ford, whose sons Trigo and Blenheim won the 
Derby renewals of 1929 and 1930, and comes from 
an excellent family. His dam, Dail, is a daughter 
of Land League, a son of Desmond, and is out 
of Discourse, by Beppo, next dam Rhetoric, sister 
to Cicero.

Port Said is own brother 
to *Mirbat, which won the Pimlico Cup of 1930 
for Col. E. R. Bradley and was later presented 
to the Remount Service.

David Englander, former American trainer, has 
22 winners out of 153 horses he sent to the post 
this vear. Only eight trainers in France are 
accredited with more winners. The former 
American negro rider Jimmy Winkfield, who 
trains in France for William (Palmer House) 
Ryan and others, is close behind Englander with 
21 winners, to the end of October. 

The racing correspondent of the Observer 
(London), writing of the 2-vear-9'd champion 
Myrohella, comments: “She has naturally never 
met her stable companion, Manitoha, on the 
racecourse, and they are never likely to meet, 
but IT have reason to believe that the filly has 
indicated at home that she is considerably in- 
ferior to the colt.”

*EPINARD TO FRANCE AGAIN. 

C. J. Fitz Gerald, in Lexington last week ar- 
ranging for the sale of the Nevada Stock Farm 
horses at Bowie November 26, made the an- 
nouncement that *Epinard, which has_ been 
standing under his management at Hal Price 
Headley’s Beaumont Farm, is to be sent back 
to France for the season of 1933. He is to be 
shipped from New York about the middle of De- 
cember, consigned to the Haras de Merleraut of 
his owner, Pierre Wertheimer. 

There is a chance, however, that the stallion 
will remain in America. Mr. Fitz Gerald said 
last week that an American had asked Mr. 
Wertheimer to set a price on the horse. If the 
price asked is satisfactory, *Epinard will remain 
in the United States. If it is not accepted, it 
will be the sixth time across the Atlantic for 
the son of Badajoz—-Epine Blanche, by *Rock 
Sand. He came here and ran four times in 1924, 
as a 4-year-old, after he had established himself 
a champion by his races in France and Eng- 
land. He went back to France and entered the 
stud in 1925, remaining through the season of 
1926. He then came to Kentucky and made the 
seasons of 1927 and 1928 at the late James Cox 
Brady’s Hamilton Farm. He was returned to 
France for the seasons of 1929 and 1930, and in 
the fall of the latter year crossed the ocean for 
the fifth time to stand, in 1931 and 1932, at 
Beaumont. 

A big demand for *Epinard’s services in France 
has been occasioned by the success of his crop of 
2-year-olds there. He leads all French sires in 
the number of winning 2-year-olds, with 12. 
The winners are Eau de Roses, Pierre de Feu, 
Belle Evine, Coaue de Noix, Clara, Fairy Thorn, 
Epine Verte, Robert Macaire, Quartz, Rodosto, 
Rainy Day and Reinastella. 

Of these Rodosto has the greatest reputation, 
having won the Prix Herod Matchem and estab- 
lished himself as one of the best 2-year-olds of 
the season in France. Coque de Noix won the 
Prix Robert Papin, an important race. Numer- 
ous horsemen, however, believe that Robert Mac- 
aire, a colt which has not yet won a big stakes 
race, is superior even to Rodosto. 

It is the tendency of the get of *Epinard to 
emulate their sire in that they are sprinters 
rather than stayers. In an effort to produce 
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foals which will have a measure of stamina, Mr. 
Wertheimer has collected, for mating with 
*Epinard, a number of mares whose pedigrees 
contain a great preponderance of distance-run- 
ning strains. 

The French stallion had full books at Beau- 
mont, at $2,000 in 1931, and at $1,250 in 1932. 


Several requests for bookings for 1933 had 
already come in, Mr. Fitz Gerald said. George 
Wingfield, owner of the brothers, Hygro and 


Siskin, *Epinard’s best American get, bred five 
mares to the horse last spring and four of them 
are reported in foal. 

*Epinard will return to France with a foot 
which is still enlarged from an injury he re- 
ceived several months ago when he caught his 
foot under the door of his stall.

‘J. TRANTER conducted, during Monday 

« Tuesday and Wednesday of last week, the 
largest combination sale, number of horses con- 
sidered and the smallest, amount of money con- 
sidered, held here since he established his Lex- 
ington Sales Paddock in 1929. This year’s sale 
may be compared with those of previous years 
from the following tabulation:

of last year. We doubt whether the “market” 
was actually off to that extent. The stock of- 
fered was definitely of a lower average quality 
than that of last November and there was more 
of it. Comparatively few horses of the upper 
strata were offered. 


Because of the large number of consignments, 
it was necessary to keep the auctions moving 
briskly. Sessions were originally scheduled to 
be held on the afternoons and evenings of Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday, November 14, 15 
and 16. When a late consignment came in from 
the Eastley Stud and R. M. Eastman, for which 
a supplementary catalogue was printed, it was 
found possible to include this stock in Wednes- 
day afternoon’s auction. But when George 
Wingfield, of Reno, made a last-minute entry, 
there was no other recourse but to hold an extra 
session, on Wednesday morning. Thus there 
were seven sessions in the three days, and each 
of them was well attended despite the fact that 
neither the city nor state held any additional at- 
traction for horsemen. 

The Wingfield sale, necessitated by the clos- 
ing of a dozen banks under Mr. Wingfield’s con- 
trol in Reno, where heavy loans to cattle and 
sheep growers and others could not be liquidated, 
saw 25 head disposed of for $12,850, average 
$514. This consignment contained Ruddy Light, 
dam of Siskin and Hygro. For $3,000 she went 
to Thomas Carr Piatt, who had taken care of 
Mr. Wingfield’s stock at his Crestwood Farm. 
Mr. Piatt bid for another client of his, John 
Marsch, Chicago sportsman, for whom he made 
several purchases during the sales. One of the 
mares on which Mr. Piatt bid was Chicleight, 
half-sister to Hygro and Siskin and in foal to 
their sire, “Epinard, was knocked down at 
$2,000 to Major Louie A. Beard, for the ac- 
count of the Greentree Stable. ‘Immediately 
afterward Mr. Piatt offered a profit on the 
mare and Major Beard generously declined 
the profit but turned her over at the price 
at which she was knocked down, instructing Mr. 
Tranter to record the sale as having been made 
to Thomas Carr Piatt. 

The highest-priced weanling of the entire ven- 
due was in the Wingfield offering. The black 
colt by *Epinard out of Washoe Belle, Ruddy 
Light's dam, went to Mr. Piatt for $1,500 and 
was for the account of the purchaser of Ruddy 
Light, Chicleight and the others. Mr. Piatt will 
continue to keep the mares and other stock at 
his farm. 

The highest price of the sale was the $7,500 
Which Hal Price Headley bid for *Pharamond II, 
consigned by the Eastley Stud, in which he and 
Robert M. Eastman and C. J. Fitz Gerald are 
the stockholders. Four other stallions were dis- 


posed of during the sale for a total of $1,100. 

The highest-priced mares were sold on the 
first afternoon (see THE BLOOD-HORSE of last 
week, page 561). The one at the top was Ham- 
burg Place’s Ripe Grape, in foal to Man o’ War, 
knocked down to Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm 
for $5,300. 

The top yearling was sold on the first evening. 
It was C. V. Whitney's colt by Upset -Dendera 
which went to Mose Goldblatt for $1,600. Clas- 
sified according to the type of stock the sales 
may be summarized as follows:

In 1929 he had ten registered foals (his first crop), eight of which started, seven won 
and one placed. This season (1932), from 24 registered foals of 1930 he has had 17 starters, 11 of which have won 
and three have placed. His winners include Osculator (National Stallion, Great American Stakes, Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Handicap, etc,), Polonaise (Fashion, Schuylerville Stakes, Albany Handicap, etc.), Ladysman (Arlington 
Futurity, Hopeful, United States Hotel, Grand Union Hotel Stakes, etc.,), Pompeius (Spring, Excelsior, South- 
ampton, Broadway Handicaps, etc.), Masked Knight, Diggins, Pompeia, Linguist, Pomponius, Flirting, Prin- 
temps, Dug In, Chrysostom, Pompoleon, Pompet, Enactment, Caesars Ghost and Pompalo. 

POMPEY had 11 yearlings sold at auction in 1932 for a total of $60,100, average $5,463.64; five of them were 
colts which averaged $6,460. His was the highest average obtained by any stallion whose progeny was sold at 
public auction in 1932.

Highweight Handicap, carrying 140 lbs., six furlongs in 1:10 2-5, equalling track record. He has 9 2-year-old 
winners this season. Sire of the stakes winners Karl Eitel (Fairmount Derby, Fort Dearborn, Chicago Heights 
Handicaps), Caruso (U. S. Hotel, Thomas Curran Memorial, Toboggan, George Washington, California, Grab Bag 
Handicaps), Accomplish, Polythia, Kensington, Old Dutch, Thistle Gold, Elvina, Panchio, Kit Carson, Ha Ha, 
Llandaff, etc. His daughters have produced the stakes winners Osculator, Ladysman, Pompeius, Polydorus, 
Igloo, Sunzena, Lucille K., Al Green, Porternesia, etc.
